This control 
not merely prevented great, al- 
most annual damage, it enabled 
general farm plans to be worked 
out. 


Truth 


Agricultural wealth — which 
paid increased taxes on its land 
and income, grew with the years. 
New businesses, selling machin- 
ery, seed equipment, and other 
items, came into being. They 
paid new taxes. The purchasing 
power of the vast valley grew— 
and so did the tax total to local 
and federal governments. 

In addition, the recreational fa- 
cilities produced new business. 
This, too, brought new taxable 
wealth to the TVA area. 

Also, the lives of the people 
were improved in many ways,

They have spoken of 
it as if it were operated wholly 
at the expense of the federal 
taxpayer. 

This is not true. 

The truth is available in the 
report. 

Last year TVA earned 3% per 
eent net profit on its power in- 
Stallation. 

* Over the whole period of its 
existence it has averaged 4 per 
cent annually. 

By law it is required to pay 
back into the Federal Treasury 
(to the taxpayers) across a pe- 
riod of 40 years the total cost 
of all its power installations. 


TVA Payments 


It has actually paid back 
$101,000,000, of which $20,000,- 
000 was returned during the last 
fiscal year. 

In addition TVA has paid 
about 5 per cent of its power 
gales revenues, exclusive of 
those from federal agencies, in 
lieu of taxes. 

The enemies of TVA may 
argue about these figures all 
they wish, but the truth re- 
mains—TYA does pay ‘“‘taxes,” 
it is not getting a free ride at 
the expense of the taxpayer. 

Not only that, but the report 
shows the TVA rivers are car- 
rying an increasing amount of 
freight. Research continues in 
fertilizers, chemistry and physics. 

More than that, it is TVA

PANAMA CITY, Panama, Jan. 3 
(—The body of slain President 
Jose Antonio Remon was carried 
on a fire engine to a final resting 
place in the National Cemetery 
late today. Thousands lined the 
streets in a final tribute to the 
country’s “strong man’”’ ruler. 

There Was no clue as yet to the 
identity of the assassins who 
mowed down Remon with machine 
gun fire at a race track last night. 
The strategic Central American re- 
public was under a state of siege— 
a modified form of nf@ttial law 
temporarily suppressing constitu- 
tional guarantees — to aid secret 
police in the hunt for the assassins. 

Former President Arnulfo Arias 
and two women were among a 
score of persons already rounded 
up for questioning. The National 
Assembly decreed the state of 
siege for a 10-day period. 
A huge wreath covered the 
bronze casket atop the fire engine 
used in Panama state funerals.

Judge Denies Sheppard 
Request for New Trial 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, Jan. 3 (?)—Common Pleas Judge 
Edward Blythin late today turned down two defense re- 
quests for a new trial for convicted wife-killer Dr. Sam-

by the Peiping regime. 
EMPHASIS SEEN 

The rejecticn served to empha- 
size Nehru’s apparent opposition 
to the trip. The Prime Minister 
waited 19 hours after Hammar- 
skjold arrived here on his way to 
Peiping before seeing the U. N. 
chief, and no high-ranking Indian 
government official was on hand 
to greet him at the airport. 

The sendoff was equally cool, 
with only lower-ranking Indian of- 
ficials on hand to see the Hammar- 
skjold party take off in an Indian 
government plane for Canton, 
China, on the next leg of the trip., 

American, Russian and Scandi- 
navian diplomats were at the air- 
port to greet Hammarskjold, as 
was Red China’s charge d'affaires, 
Shen Chien. 


“GOOD LUCK”

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Holidays Are Over; 
1955 Work Begins 


With the holiday season behind us, 
Georgia and the rest of the nation settle 
down this week to a routine of business 
as usual.

Marvin Griffin will be the second gov- 
ernor to take office for a four-year term. 
The direction in which the state moves 
will be largely dependent upon what ms 
State government does. 

Georgia, like most of the rest of the 
nation, faces problems of growth. During 
the Griffin administration manr deci- 
sioms must be made if state mstitutvons, 
roeds. schools and services of all Kimas 
are to keep pace. The State Legsisture. 
ss Will legislatures of most of the 46 
states. will be primarily concerned with 
finapces. It promises to be the tuggest 
problem of all 

On the national sceme, Comgress re- 
convenes Wednesder. For the first time 
since 1348. i will be a Comgress con- 
trolled br a different party than the 
Executive. Washington will be anything 
but dull during the coming months as 
the national government battles to carve 
out a program to deal with the country’s 
domestic and foreign affairs. 

President Eisenhower delivers his 
State-of-the-Union message Thursday. 
Some hints of its contents have already 
been spelled out to the press. The Presi- 
dent will propose a continuation of his 
moderately progressive program, with 
emphasis on liberal domestic policies. 

It will be an interesting and eventful 
year. As we settle down to its routine, let 
us be diligent in our efforts to keep in- 
formed and to participate in the affairs 
that concern the futures of us all.

Kalb Counties. This promises well for the 
access road, as well as other joint enter- 
prises between the City Hall and other 
political entities in ‘which the citizens of 
Metropolitan Atlanta live. 


The conduct of the affairs of the City 
of Atlanta has grown into an enormous 
job, one which now transcends the limits 
of the city itself. It always has called for 
business and political ability, but now 
requires tact and diplomacy as well. 

Atlantans can be proud of the job 
done last year in keeping city services 
abreast with the growth in population. 
The years ahead will be crucial, but with 
planning amd wisdom and tact and di- 
plomacy Atlanta should be able to master 
the crises as they come. 


Minimum Wage Boost 


Is in Nation’s Interest 


Long-time curse of the South was low 
wages—wages lower than those paid in 
other regions for like work. 


The federal minimum wage laws have 
proved themselves of immeasurable bene- 
fit to the South, making for greater pur- 
chasing power and benefiting all the 
growing retail businesses of the South 
and the entire, overall health of the com- 
munity. 


Because the cost of living has in- 
creased 12.9 per cent since passage of 
the minimum wage law in 1949, Presi- 
dent Dwight D. Eisenhower has an- 
nounced he will propose raising the min- 
imum from 75 cents to 90 cents. 


We unhesitantly urge the Congress to 
adopt his recommendation. It would help 
those who need it most. 


It would apply directly only to those 
whose jobs involve interstate commerce. 
But the net effect would be to raise 
others, now making the minimum, to that 
level. 

We cannot understand those who op- 
pose it. Do they seriously argue that 75 
cents an hour for 40 hours per week is a 
living wage for a man with a family 
and that such a wage makes him believe 
in his country and its way of life? As a 
matter of fact those now working at the 
minimum wage more often than not are 
working part time znd many are season- 
ally engaged. Most of those now working 
make more than the legal minimum. 


There are some who argue that the 
South will lose an “advantage.” 


Is it an advantage for a Southerner 
to make less than a man or woman in an- 
other région doing the same work? We 
don't think so. 


Is it advantageous to the South to 
have her lowest income wage earners 
discriminated against because they live in 
the South? Again, we don't think so. 

The bill will have bipartisan support 
and has an excellent chance to pass. We 
trust it will.

The murder of President Jose An- 
tonio Remon of Panama may have been 
the work of political gangsters as a sig- 
nal for a revolution and a changing of 
the guard at the public treasury. 

Again, it may have had its inception 
in Communist inner circles. For out of 
the confusion which follows a change in 
regime the Reds may be able to strength- 
en their position in the most strategic of 
all the Latin American nations. 

Panama is a little country split down 
the middle by the Panama Canal Zone. 
The United States has jurisdiction over 
the canal and the zone. The inevitable 
friction over this unnatural situation is 
the basis of much of Panama’s politics, 
and is turned to good account whenever 
possible by enemies of the United States. 

President Remon was a friend of the 
United States at a time when this coun- 
try needed all the friends it could muster, 
particularly in Latin America. His as- 
Sassination is a tragedy for Panamanians, 
for he was one of the most upright men in 
many years to hold that usually graft- 
ridden office. It is a matter of grave 
concern to the United States, for internal 
troubles in Panama are threats to the 
security of the zone and our national 
welfare.

The issue immediately arises: Is 
the practice cricket, this turnabout 
from the custom of prominent 
markings for police cars? Is it 
ethical for traffic officers to con- 
ceal their cars, even to hiding 
them behind bushes? 

With the nation’s foremost traf- 
fic safety specialist, the answer is 
yes. 

The question arose recently in 

. Police officials in the 
Windy City threatened suspension 
for patrolmen who hid to wait 
for traffic violators. Commenting 
on the threat, Frank Kreml, direc- 
tor of the Northwestern University 
traffic institute, said, “I say God 
bless the traffic policeman who 
can get adequate evidence of vio- 
lations by hiding.”’ 

He estimated that Chicago would 
have to spend an added 30 million 
dollars annually on traffic regula- 
tion if the city tried to keep patrol 
cars on each street all the time. 
He predicted 85 million autos in 
use by 1975 and 57,000 traffic 
deaths a year as compared to 37,- 
000 now. 

That is, unless the American mo- 
torist changes his ways. 

So far his way is to fail to touch 
base if he thinks the umpire is not 
looking. He doesn’t like electric 
timers, radar or patrol cars that 
operate in. packs as they do in 
North Carolina. He says unmarked 
cars and patrolmen in hiding are 
un-American.

WASHINGTON—Steadily, quietly and with 
faithful attention to due process of law, the Sub- 
versive Activities Control Board is continuing to ad 
weave its net around the Communist Party in the United States. 
The Communists don’t like it a little bit and they will like least . 
of all board chairman Thomas J. Herbert’s recommended decision, 
announced in Washington this week, that the ‘Jefferson School of 
Social Science’’ in New York be ruled a ‘“‘Communist action-organiza- 
tion directed, dominated and controlled by the Communist party of the 


United States.”’ 

That’s carrying the law to the 
point where it is really beginning 
to hurt, for the “Jefferson School 
of Social Science’ in New York, 
which has several counterparts 
elsewhere in the country, is, in ef- 
fect, the Officer Candidate School 
ot the Communist party. 

Chairman Herbert's decision car- 
ries additional impact today be- 
cause the board's most basic rub 
ing has just been upheld by the 
Court of Appeals in the District of 
Columbia. This court victory, 
which the Communist party will 
‘gontest to the Supreme Court, af- 
firmed the Subversive Activities 
Control board’s order that the Com- 
munist party in the United States 
“is directed, dominated and con- 
trolled” by a foreign power, the 
Soviet Union, and must therefore 
meet the requirements of the Sub- 
versive Activities Control act of 
1950. 

This is the major first step in 
demonstrating the constitutionality 
of the Subversive Activities Con- 
trol act and gives new stature and 
standing to the Subversive Activi- 
ties Control board. 

All this enabling the Subversive 
Activities Control board to draw 
its net tighter.

Bricker failed in the last Con- 
gress by a single vote, largely | 
because of Democratic support 
of the President, to obtain the 
necessary two-thirds majority of 
the Senate for approval of a ver-' 
sion of his amendment. It had 
been strongly resisted by the ad- 
ministration. 


TAX CUT DELAY 


Rep. Sam Rayburn of Texas, 
who Thursday will become speak- 
er of the house, announced for 
his part that he would back the 
President in seeking postpone- 
ment of scheduled reductions in 
corporate taxes and excise taxes 
on items such as gasoline and 
cigarettes. About three billion 
dollars in tax revenue is in- 
volved. 

Rayburn’s announcement, 
which meant that the President's 
plan almost certainly would pre- 
vail, was made to reporters as 
he arrived here from Texas. 

Sen. Bricker’s disclosure of 
his intentions was made in an 
interview. 

Rayburn’s decision to go along 
with the President on corpora- 
tion and excise taxes did not bind 
him or the Democrats not to 
seek tax reductions in other ways 
—possibly by increasing the per- 
sonal income tax exemption. 

The speaker-elect predicted 
prompt congressional approval 
of the liberalized foreign-trade 
program the President will seek. 

In the field of foreign trade, 

the President will ask Congress 
for a three-year extension of the 
Reciprocal Trade Act and for 
further authority to reduce tariffs 
under it.

In Security Firings Report 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 3 (#—The Civil Service Commission re- 
ported today that 1,082 federal employes were fired or resigned 
under a security-risk cloud between June 30 and Sept. 30. The fotal 
included 353 with ‘‘subversive’’ charges in their files. 


Democratic senators promptly 
assailed the figures as ‘“‘mean- 
ingless,’’ and renewed demands 
for a full congressional investi- 
gation of what they called the ad- 
ministration’s ‘‘numbers game.” 

The new report brought to 
8,008 the total number of federal 
workers fired or who resigned 
under President Eisenhower's se- 
curity program from its start on 
May 28, 1953, through last Sept. 30. 


SUBVERSIVE ACTIVITIES 

The commission said files of 
2,096 of these “contained infor- 
raation indicating, in varying de- 
grees, subversive activities, sub- 
versive associations or member- 


ship in subversive organizations.” 

The other 5,912 include 655 
whose files ‘‘contained informa- 
tion indicating sex perversion,” 
2,649 with information indicating 
convictions for felonies and mis- 
'demeanors and other ‘“‘security’’ 
categories, including drunken- 
ness, over-talkativeness, charac- 
ter defects and mental or other 
medical difficulties. 


A full investigation of the secu- 
rity-risk program, attacked by 
Democrats during the 1954 elec- 
tion campaign as ‘‘political,’’ is 
expected by the Senate Civil 
Service Committee as soon as it

Army Text 
Takes Cut at 


Air Power

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3 — The 
Army .contends that it still has 
primacy over the Air Force and 
the Navy as the most effective, 
all-around military arm of the 
United States. 

The Army has consciously as- 
serted this doctrine in the face 
of the Eisenhower administra- 
tion’s policy of priority for air 
and atomic power and its de- 
cision to slash surface forces, 
mostly of the Army, by 100,000 
men, 

Clearly implied criticism of the 
doctrine of massive retaliation 
by atomic weapons and of 
the “indiscriminate destruction’”’ 
usually associated with strategic 
air power is also made by the 
Army in the latest issue of its 
field manual on operations—its 
bible of strategy and tactics. 


“LITTLE WARS” 


The book also points out the 
limitation imposed on air power 
by political consideration in 
Korea, where the U.S. Air Force 
was not permitted to attack the 
home basés of the Communist 
enemy. 

The book, like all doctrinal 
works, is written mostly in ab- 
stract terms, avoiding partic- 
ulars that inflame _ controversy. 
Nevertheless its strictures on air 
power are unmistakable and in- 
quiry ‘at the Pentagon disclosed 
that it was rewritten with a 
conscious effort to state the 
Army’s position in the continuing 
postwar debate on air power. 

The book, which bears the 
imprimatur of Army Secretary 
Stevens, and of Gen. Matthew B. 
Ridgway, Army Chief of Staff, 
on its 229th page, is dated Sep- 
tember, 1954, and was distributed 
a month later. 


CLASSIFICATION 


The public is not supposed to 
see this book, but access was 
gained to it because of a quirk 
resulting from President Eisen- 
hower’s order on security of in- 
formation. The last previous edi- 
tion of “FM 100-5—Field Service 
Regulations — Operations’’ was 
classified ‘‘restricted’’ as a na- 
tional security document. 

The President’s order abolished 
“restricted.’’ So the book is 
labeled ‘‘For Official Use Only’’ 
on every page. This is not a 
security classification under the

Prison Labor 
Costs Fulton 
$4.38 Daily 


Convict labor used on public 
works projects in Fulton County 
cost taxpayers an average of 
$4.38 daily per prisoner, A. T. 
McDonald, public works superin- 
tendent, said Monday. 

A survey of costs at the coun- 
ty’s. three public works camps 
at Alpharetta, Stonewall and Bell- 
wood, also showed an average 
of $2.44 was spent on each pris- 
oner during days they were not 
used on construction jobs, Mc- 
Donald said. 

Use of cinvicts on road con- 
struction equipment for public 
works now is under fire from 
Commissioner James H. Ald- 
redge. 

McDonald explained that the 
average of $2.44 applied to Satur, 
day, Sunday, holidays and days 
when bad weather prevented use 
of prisoners on outside jobs. 

The $4.38 amount applies to 242 
days during a normal year when 
convicts can be used on road 
jobs, he added. It includes ~costs 
of guarding convicts. Hired labor- 
ers, because of holidays, sick 
leave, weekends and bad weath- 
er, usually can work only about 
215 days per year, McDonald 
said.

Common Faith 


The minister at my favorite church had something to say 
last Sunday about the responsibility of church-going, church- 
belonging people to one another. He suggested that there 
shouldn’t be any problems within that group which couldn't be 
helped there—spiritual, emotional or economic. 

It was a new idea to me. I hadn’t thought much about 
that churchy word, “fellowship,” and it certainly hadn't oc- 
curred to me that I could be useful in any way to the agree- 
able, nicely dressed folks in the next pew. 


Anyhow, the idea is certainly worth examining. Maybe the 
ties of a common faith should be the warmest, most binding, 
most strengthening ties of all. I think nowadays most city 
church-goers consider worship a purely personal matter having 
little te do with anybody else, beyond a cool Sunday morning 
bow and maybe a little help in finding the page in the hymn 
book. It seems far too polite a place for loneliness or grief or 
despair and besides we figure other people’s problems come 
under the head of the minister’s business. Not ours. 


There’s grave danger of taking our passion for privacy too 
far. We had a story the other day that the nation’s Protestant 
churches had announced. plans for a co-operative movement to 
help men and women released or paroled from prison on their 
“road hack” to lives as useful and accepted members of so- 
ciety. I am surprised it is just now being done when it is ob- 
viously a job for church members. 

Robert Hannum, a Congregational minister’s son, who has 
been helping ex-prisoners for the last 25 yeaks, said, ‘‘Like most 
citizens church people are apt to think of the ex-prisoner as 
someone alien and apart, if they think of him at all. But if 
the average church-goer could understand the problem and the 
reasons for it, he would want to help.” 


He recommended that local churches undertake programs 
of practical aid to ex-offenders—finding them jobs, and places 
to live, and helping them become a part of community life, 
while keeping their status confidential. 

Of course, in Atlanta church women have long been em 
gaged in helping women prisoners. Their program at the city 
stockade has undoubtedly reduced immeasurably the number 
of women whose “road back” leads back to the stockade.

Rheumatic Fever 
Bites the Heart 


Rheumatic fever was de- 
scribed by E. C. Laseque as a 
disease that “licks the joints 
and bites the heart.”’ This de- 
scription is accurate because 
the scar from the bite may re- 
main even though the joints 
are not licked permanently. 
The malady is most common 
in. childhood and is said to at- 
tack one out of every 150 per- 
sons. Not all victims are left 
with heart involvement; more 
than one-third recover com- 
pletely. 

The remainder acquire some 
permanent scarring of one or 
more of the heart valves, but 
in the majority the injury is 
so slight little or no handicap 
ensues. 

Nevertheless, the condition is 
responsible for at least one- 
third of all adult heart disease. 

The hemolytic streptococcus 
is responsible for thé lick and 
the bite. This origin was dis- 
covered more than 20 years 
ago when it was noted that 
most attacks of rheumatic 
fever were preceded by a 
streptococcal infection, usually 
in the nose and throat. 
Symptoms seldom lasted 
more than three to five days 
but the youngster destined for 
rheumatic fever was far from 
well.

is not determined by the premiums you pay 
or the dividends you receive. 


It is only after the last benefit 
payable under a policy has been 
received that an accurate deter- 
mination of its “cost” is possible. 
Until that time, no one in the 
world can assure you what your 
insurance will “cost” you. Only 
then can you determine whether 
or not you made the “best buy.” 


To ignore the quality of your life in- 
surance company and the quality of your 
policy may well prove to be a very serious 
mistake—far more serious than any small 
difference in cost. This guide will tell you 
what to look for, and how to select the 
company and the policy best suited for you. 


How To Select Your 
Life Insurance 


There are three main points which require your 
best judgment: 


1.?The character of the company is- 
suing the policy; 


2. The value to you of the provisions 
of your policy; 

3. The ability of the person who helps 
you plan. 


This guide covers the most important points 
about each. 


1. The character of the company 


There are more than 800 life insurance 
companies in the United States. While the fulfill- 
ment of the life insurance contract today is 
virtually 100% certain, the types of insurance 
offered by different companies, the provisions 
under which benefits are paid, the attitude: of 
those companies toward changing economic 
conditions and their effect on your contract vary 
widely. 


“Can companies be compared on the basis 
of premium cost of a given amount of in- 
surance?” 


No, for several reasons. First, one com- 
pany’s policy may offer benefits or options not 
offered by another company. In insurance as in 
any other product, you get about what you pay 
for. A policy with a higher apparent cost may be 
your best choice, if it contains provisions which 
fit your needs. 


Second, companies may vary widely in the 
manner in which they arrive at the premium 
charged. To operate soundly, an insurance com- 
pany must include in its premiums an amount 
which, with its assumed investment earnings, 
will let it meet all claims presented to it, and all 
expenses and taxes to be paid. Each of these 
items is forecast conservatively and thus a 
safety margin is built into the premium. In the 
case of participating insurance, as issued by 
mutual companies and some stock companies, 
this safety margin is made more substantial, and 
is returnable to the policyholder as a dividend. 


Some companies charge a premium figured 
with a larger safety margin. Although the pre- 
mium may be higher, it is likely that a larger 


refund will be made. It may happen that the 
larger ss will be offset by a greater 
dividend, 

“Is it wise, then, to look for the company 
paying bigger dividends?” 


Not necessarily. The company’s record 
for paying dividends is an indication of sound 
management, of course, just as it is sound for 
your own finances to have something left over 
after expenses every year. Yet dividends result, 
first of all, from the sound practice of charging 
premiums that are large enough to include 4 
“safety cushion.” If the company operates with 
an extremely large “safety cushion,” then its 
dividends may also be large. But dividends can 
never be guaranteed in any company. The 
amount of benefits paid and the rights and priv- 
leges utilized by policyholders in the course of 
a year affect dividends. 


“How, then, can I be certain of quality in 
the company I select?” 


Look for these things: 

1. Financial soundness. Does the manage- 
ment believe that safety is the first 
principle? Is it more interested in the 
sure return of the principal than in a 
high return on the principal? 


. Economy of operation. Does it operate 
efficiently? Is it conservative in its atti- 
tude toward use of its policyholders’ 
funds? 


. Equity in treatment of policyholders. 
Does it steadfastly maintain equity 
among all policyholders?

companies offering insurance for the same pur- 
pose and of the same type may not only have 
different premiums for these policies, but offer

If for any reason you are not able to continue 
paying your premiums, except for some term 
insurance plans, every life insurance company 
will give you the cash value of your policy—or 
continue your protection with Paid-Up or Ex- 
tended Insurance. But there’s a real difference 
between the amounts provided by the policies of 
different companies.

CASH VALUES

INCOME OPTIONS 


Income plans for the payment of money due 
under a policy are one of the most valuable fea- 
tures of a life insurance contract. Under these 

lans money may be paid out in various ways. 
While some companies may not include all such 
plans, the money together with the interest it 
earns can usually be paid out over a stated period 
of years, as a lifetime income to one or two 
named individuals, or retained intact with only 
the interest on the principal paid as income. 
The guaranteed rate of income under these plans 
varies considerably among companies. 


For example, under the lifetime income 
plan, Company A pays a widow, at age 
50, 7% more than Company B and 
arantees to do this for the rest of her 
fe. 


In the event of the insured’s retire- 
ment, at age 65, Company A would 
provide monthly checks 8% higher 
than Company B, 


Clearly, such variation in these rates makes 
a difference in tost, and if the provisions are not 
included at all, your policy is even less valuable. 
Since the primary purpose of insurance is to 
replace lost earned income, making your insur- 
ance dollars go further as income is of great 
importance. | 


Most companies will permit the insured to 
arrange the manner in which the insurance will 
be paid under these plans. However, the im- 
portant thing which varies so greatly from one 
company to another is the degree of flexibili 
permitted. This flexibility costs money. But, if 
you are one of those men who wants his insur- 
ance to have maximum usefulness to his bene- 
ficiaries at the time of his death and for many 
years after, flexibility is most important. Bear 
in mind that under some policies being issued 
today there will be beneficiaries receiving in- 
come 100 years from now.

CHANGE OF PLAN 


Do you know what your needs and means 
will be five, ten or fifteen years from now? Few 
men do! Should you wish to change your insur- 
ance program later on to meet your changed con- 
ditions, will you be able to make such a change? 
Some companies permit changing from one plan 
to another, but only as a matter of practice. 
Some companies guarantee your right to change. 
Such a guarantee often becomes important. 


PREMIUMS PAID BEYOND DATE OF DEATH 


Insurance premiums are paid in advance. 
Suppose death occurs just after a premium has 
been paid. Same companies keep the premiums 
collected. Others deduct from the settlement the 
premiums still unpaid in the year of death. Still 
others return the amount paid beyond the date 
of death. Take this example: 


Two 35-year-old men buy $10,000 
Ordinary Life policies in different com- 
panies, paying the same annual pre- 
miums. Both die at the end of one 
month. In one company, the $10,000 
insurance has cost $23.45—in the 
other, $276.10. 


What are benefits such as these worth 
to you? Some you may not need or wish 
to pay for. Some could become as im- 
portant as the death benefit itself. Of 
all the goods and services a man buys, 
this above all others should not be | 
purchased on the basis of price, but on 
performance. 


3. The ability of the agent 


How agents are paid 

Life insurance agents are paid for selling 
your life insurance and servicing it throughout 
your lifetime and that of your family. 

From time to time after you purchase, a pol- 
i ing your 
insurance program so as to fit a changed situa- 
tion. You may want to the way your 
insurance is to be paid to your family. You may 
wish to borrow some of your cash values to meet 
a financial emergency. You may be planning 
your retirement program and want to know how 
your life insurance may be used for that pur-

insurance agent performs these and many other 
services for you. 


What this has to do with premiums 


Sales and service commissions are only 
a modest part of insurance “costs. 
There are so many types of policies 
and benefits that the advice of a good 
agent is invaluable to you. The effec- 
tiveness of your insurance program 
may well depend on the way it is 
planned for you by a good ggent. 


How to cheose a good agent 


The personal relationship is important. 
Your agent should be chosen,as carefully as you 
would choose any other advistr on an important 
personal matter. The best agents are not sales- 
men of insurance so much as they are planners 
of the future for you and your family. .. 


Insurance agents have every opportunity to 
qualify themselves to serve you properly. There 
are countless company training programs, 
courses in schools and colleges, special industry 
programs sponsored by insurance associations, 
even special degrees conferred for advanced 
study. Insurance men must not only learn their 
occupation when they begin their careets, but 
must continually keep abreast of current devel- 
opments in their field if they are to serve you 
properly. ' 

A good life insurance agent is well prepared, 
well informed and well paid for the important 
service he gives you. He also plays an essential 
part in a business that has come to have tremen- 
dous meaning to our country’s economic life 
and health.
